The Battle. 
Brussels, Aug. 13.—.The battle cen- 
tered around Haelen In the Belgium 
province of Limberg, extending to 
Diest in the north, in the province of 
Brabant, i after passing around Seel- 
ham. 


At seven o'clock last evening all 
the country between the .three towns 
mentioned had been cleared of Ger- 
man troops, except the dead and 
wounded who were thickly strewn 
about the flre zone. 
Upwards of two hundred dead Ger- 
man soldiers were counted in a space 
of fifty yards square. 
A church, a 
brewery and some 
houses in Haelen were, set afire and 
two bridges over the Demer were de- 
stroyed by Belgium engineers. Great 
quantities of booty were collected on 
the battlefield,' and this has 
Keen 
stacked in front of the town hall of 
Diest. 
Many horses also were cap- 
tured. 
The strength of the German column 
was about five thousand men. 


Confirms Victory.

ians and the seizure of private and 
public funds.Near Namur. 
A Belgium official communication to> 
day says thut a German force pro- 
ceeding in the direction of Eghezee,1 
to the north of Namur, was attacked! 
and repulsed this morning by the Bel- 
gium troops. The Germans suffered 
severe casualties. The Belglums cap- 
tured a number of machine guns. 
Gives Estimate. 
According to Le Soir, the German 
casualties during yesterday's fighting 
in the vicinity of Haelen totaled about 
12,000 equally divided between killed 
and wounded.

The German troops took one hun- 
dred twenty French officers and 1,110 
French soldiers prisoners In the fight- 
ing at Mulhausen, Alsace. They also 
captured four French cannon. 
Another thousand , French .-.officers 
and men were taken prisoner^ by the 
Gerans in the fighting near Longwy. 
German soil is now entirely cleared 
of French troops. 


Confirms Report. 
London. Aug. 13.—A dispatch to the 
exchange telegraph company from 
Basel, Switzerland, says: 
"Following a terrible battlei at 
Mulhausen the 
hospital 
facilities 
proved absolutely inadequate to care 
for the almost" increditable number 
of wounded. Not only are all the hos- 
pitals filled, but' schools, 'churches 
and hotels are occupied to their capac- 
-Ity. Even then it has been 
found 
necessary to charter stfecial trains to 
convey the wounded to Mulhelm and 
St. Ludwig and other towns. The lat- 
est estimate places the German losses 
at from eight to ten thousand.- 
French Report 
Paris, August 13.—An official report 
of the fighting between the French 
and Germans in the vicinity of Pont- 
A-Moussen, north of Nancy, issued to- 
day, aays:

"The-fighting wh^ch started August 
11,. was continued oa August 12 under 
thrilling conditions for the French. It 
may be summed up as follows: 
"The flrst phase was an attack on 
two French 
battalions 
by German 
forces greatly superior In number. The 
two French : battalions fell bach, but 
being reenforced during the, night, as- 
sumed the offensive well supported by 
artillery.

"This counter 
attack 
caused the 
Germans to retreat, leaving behind 
them a large number of killed, wound- 
ed and prisoners. 
"The Germans abandoned a battery 
of artillery, three machine guns anfl 
several wagon loads of ammunition. 
"The French 
troops followed up 
their advantage, and on Wednesday 
the French 
battery .surprised the 
twenty-first Baden dragon 
regiment 
while-the men were dismounted. -In a 
few minutes the regiment was de- 
stroyed.

"The effect of this double success 
was Immediately perceptible. 
Stopped Advance. 
Not only was the forward movement 
of the German troops stopped but their 
.columns fell/back closely followed by 
•the French. • In the" course of .this pur- 
suit the Frengh.found,on a hill and m 
neighboring villages ,ma£y German sql- 
diers who have .been .wpunded in the 
'fight bn/A,ugust 11:" "Nine'German of- 
ficers anfl1,000 wounded men fell into 
the French hands as prisoners. 
"The poor quality of the projectiles 
used by the German heavy artillery 
/was convincingly demonstrated during 
ithe bombardment of Pont-A-MoussoE. 
•More than 100 shells contained enor- 
mous charge of explosives, weighing 
all together 220 Ibs., were fired from a 
battery of 21 centimeter mortors at a 
distance of about 6% miles. -The total 
result of this avlanche of iron explo- 
sives was

London, A ugust' 13.—It is officially 
announced that a state of war existed 
between Great Britain and Austria- 
Hungary since midnight. 
As soon as the declaration of war 
by England on Austria-Hungary be- 
came publicly known, a large num- 
ber of Austrian and Hungarian resi- 
dents in London who were liable to 
be called for military service, applied 
to Robert P. Skinner, the American 
consul general, for enrollmc'.iC. 
The 
clerks of the consulate^ general at 
once began stamping the men's mili- 
tary books, and this will be regarded 
by 
the Austrian authorities as evi- 
dence that., the holders .were ready to 
perform their duty. 
In acordance with previous instruc- 
tions received from Secretary Bryan, 
ConsM General Skinner has notified 
the American consuls throughout the 
British Isles to take over the Austrian 
consulates. 
Amabssador Walter Hines Page was 
ready to assume charge of the Austro 
Hungarian embassy here as soon as 
requested to do so. The number of 
Austrians and Hungarians in the Brit- 
ish Isles is not known, but it Is ex- 
pected they will add considerably to 
the problem of the relief committtees. 
France Takes Action. 
Paris, Aug. 13.—The oftlcial declara- 
tion of war by Jprance on Austria-Hun- 
gary was made public here today..

RUSSIANS CAPTURE 


AUSTRIAN TOWN BY) 


ASSAULT IS REPORT 


Heavy Casualitles on the Austrian 


Garrison, Is Statement In Semi- 


official Announcement. 


St. Petersburg, August 13. — A Rus- 
sian. force has taken 
the 
town of 
Sokal, Austrian Galicia, by assault, 
inflicting heavy casualities 
on the 
Austrian 
garrison, according to a 
semi-official announcement. 
The Austrian- garrison consisted of 
but two infantry battalions, a regi- 
ment of lancers 
and a regiment of 
huzzars. After 
dislodging them the 
Russian cavalry pursued the Austrians 
across the river Bug and blew up two 
bridges and a viaduct. 
Several houses in Sobal which is 
forty-five miles northeast of Lemberg, 
were burned by the Russian troops, 
because civilians had fired from them 
on the attacking forces.

The law requires a re- 
port every two weeks, even though no

on the primary ballot, but not on the 
general election ballot unless accom- 
panied by an affidavit from a judge 
of a court of record testifying as ^o 
toe good faith of the candidate in de- 
laying filing.

OF WARING NATIONS 


ARE NOT IN DEMAND 


French Lines Postpones Sailing—Ger- 


man Reservists Must Pay Their 


Own Passage.

WNew York, Aug. 13.—The Indefi- 


nite postponement yesterday of the 
sailing of the French liner Rocham- 
beau, the posting of notices' in the 
French consulate that hereafter re- 
servists anxious to join their colors 
should make application by mail, and 
the. fact that the German consulate is 
sending over 
only those1 reservists 
who can-pay their own passage, ap- 
peared to indicate today that the war- 
ing powers are not over anxious for 
assistance from their reservists in this 
country. 
It also became known today that 
the German consulate is sending back 
to various cities all reservists who 
have come here without funds. Two 
hundred Germans have obtained pas- 
sage on the Italian 
liner 
Caserta. 
which - leaves tomorrow. 
They paid 
their own passage. 
The halting of 
the 
Rochambeau 
came on orders from the home office 
of the French line in Paris, two hours 
before she was scheduled to leawe 
this port with 1,500 passengers, 75 per 
cent of whom were reservists, Includ- 
ing twenty-two priests from western 
cities. It was definitely stated at the 
French consulate that there was great 
suspicion that German warships were 
lying in wait, for the Rochambeau 
along the route she was- to take, and 
far out at sea. 
German Steamer Taken. 
Confirmation of the report that the 
German tank steamer Leda had been 
captured by a British 
cruiser 
was 
brought here today by the steamer 
Bermudian from Bermuda. 
Officers 
of the Bermudian said when they left 
Bermuda the Leda was the only prize 
then in port. 
The Bermudian also reported that 
two French cruisers, the Conde and 
the Descartes; were at Bermuda. Out- 
side this harbor the Bermudians sight- 
ed the British cruiser Essex, and the 
Suffolk was heard of by wireless. 
Merchant Boats Armed.

The Russian soldier is the 
most 
poorly paid in all the 
world. A private in the ranks 
of the army of the czar sets 
J3.78 a year, compared to $180' 
to $300 the United States pays 
its men of the ranks. England 
pays its privates $86.15 a year; 
France, $20.40; Germany, J18.80; 
Austria, $8.12. Remember these 
figures are 
for a whole year 
and represent the total amount 
of cash paid the fighting men in 
that period. • 
A Russian major general gets 
only $762 a year, or about as 
much as the United States pays 
its sergeant majors, the highest 
noncommissioned rank. Our ma- 
jor generals get $8,000 a year. 
The other countries are much 
more generous with officers of 
higher rank and pay a minimum 
of about half the United States 
standard. 
A better example of the Rus- 
sian contrast is shown in what 
is paid an officer., holding the 
title of general over there.

Sandeway although she had 
heard from her husband every few 
days with assurances that he was get 
ting better, never noticed that the let 
ters were postmarked Beloit, Wis. 
and bore the date of Hot Springs. A 
clipping from a Beloit

of her husband's faithlessness and 
she secured his arrest. 
The warrant brought her husband 
before Judge Fry, where his defense 
was that he forgot for the time being 
that he was married. 
Miss Geilsohn was a witness ag'alnst 
the man in the Chicago court ac- 
cording to the Tribune.

1 The minimum sentence, one year in 
the state's prison at -Waupun, was 
imposed on Jolm Conroy by Municipal 
Judge H. L. 
Maxfielct 
this morning 
when 
Conroy 
plead guilty to 
the 
charge of breaking jail. Had a lighter 
sentence been possible it is probable 
that the court would have imposed a 
jail term since Conroy has a wife and 
small daughter who were present in 
court and since liquor was blamed for 
the offense. 
In 
Conroy's case, he was never 
placed behind the bars and yet thei 
charge of breaking jail was pressed 
against him. The commitment law 
provides that any person who shall 
violate the terms of his parole and 
leave the place where he was commit- 
ted to work shall be sentenced from 
one to three years in the state's 
prison.

served a few 
months on. his year's jail sentence 
when he left the farm at which he had 
been working and he was arrested at 
Orfordville Tuesday for intoxication 
when it was learned be had. not com- 
pleted serving his sentence.

EXPORT FACTS. 


An exchange in commenting upon 


the 
proposed rehabilitation of 
the 


merchant marine of this country, 
says: 


"An immediate consideration is the 


distribution of our surplus wheat to 
foreign customers. 
Only fourteen per 


cent of neutral shipping is available, 
including our own, and this is liable 
to capture, and possible confiscation 
after Ions delay. If Great Britain be- 
comes effective as the real mistress 
of the sea, a large part of the problem 
is solved. 
She is our largest con- 


sumer, and can supply the continent, 
exclusive of Germany and Austria. 
"Failing such a condition, there are 


many serious objections to the regis- 
tiation of the vessels of belligerents 
under the American flag in time of 
actual war, even if congress is willing 
to repeal our navigation laws, to make 
such a mercantile marine possible. All 
such vessels are peculiarly liable to 
capture, and the American flag would 
not protect them. They would have 
to prove, before the prize court of the i 
captor, that there had been a bona 
fide transfer, and if this were true 
they would still be out of the trans- 
portation business for an indefinite 
time. 
"It is entirely true that such prize 


courts 
have in the 
past decided 


against their own country, and Great 
Britain holds incomparably the best 
record in this respect. 
Nothing re- 


dounds more, in fact, to the fairness 
of the properly trained judicial mind 
than the decisions of the prize courts, 
although in some cases, and particu- 
larly by Russia during the war with 
Japan, there were grossly unfair de- 
cisions. 
"It must be remembered that the 


capture and detention of an American 
vessel, flying the flag of the United 
States, is not an act of war, and that 
this country would put itself in the 
wrong, to say nothing of violating its 
own precedents, if it resented such 
capture. But even with what would 
amount, in practice, to a British guar- 
antee of the safety of the seas, there 
are still other serious objections to 
this rough and ready method of cre- 
ating an American merchant marine. 


"Unless the laws relating to em- 


ployment on American vessels are re- 
pealed, as well as those 
affecting 


registration, it would be impracticable 
for such ships to keep the seas except 
where a highly remunerative passen- 
ger revenue could also be guaranteed. 
This is impossible in the development 
of trade with South America for years 
to come, and even in Fiich a crisis as 
this, the repugnance to <hip subsidies 
throws the American shipper back up- 
on the economical tramp ship, flying 
what the English sailorman affection- 
ately calls the old red duster. 


"These plans for an improved mer- 


cantile marine are like those of con- 
gressmen from the middle states, who 
think that an army or navy can be im- 
provised in like manner. The problem 
is by no means so simple." 


FICTION AND FACT.

A year from this time it is figured 
the government will have to show re- 
ceipts of some $15,000,000 to pay the 
operating cost 
of the canal, which 


will be about $4,000,000 yearly, and 
the interest on its huge investment. 
Whether it will be able to do so this 
year or for many years is a moot 
question. 
Traffic experts have estimated that 


10,000,000 tons of freight will be car- 
ried tlirough the canal every year for 
the first few years, and that later it 
will be nearly doubled. This, roughly, 
has been the experience at the Suez 
canal. Last year 6,000 ships passed 
through the Suez, with a net tonnage 
of over 20,000,000. The growth in ton- 
nage in 10 years had been more than 
70 per cent. 
When the Panama Canal is opened 
to world's commerce, it will crown a 
series of more than a score of inter- 
esting points in the history of the 
isthmus. As briefly told they are: 
First Crossing of the Isthmus—By 
Balboa who, on September 25, 1513, 
much to his .surprise found himself 
gazing upon the Pacific Ocean after 
23. days journey on foot.

The public lands committee has Just 
reported to the house that there are 
large tracts of land in the puHic land 
states, which are practically useless 
for individual holdings. The bill per- 
mits , the secretary of the interior to 
withdraw or reserve the land applied 
for, 
for not exceeding two years, to 
enable any fraternal organization to 
investigate and determine the condi- 
tion of the Climate, soil, water supply 
facilities and other questions, before 
obtaining patent.

"We received from the rail- 
roads and corporations, the sum of

annually which

Three 
magnificent 
oil 
paintings 
were . received by George S. Parker 
ot this city yesterday morning from 
Home. 
Two artists, Pietro Gabrini, 
the father, and iis son, Alfonso Ga- 
brini, completed the work not many 
months ago,.and sent them to Mr. 
Parker 
upon 
request. 
During Mr. 
Parker's trip ot Egypt and European 
points a few; montns ago, he became 
acquainted with the 
noted artists, 
and at that particular time he closed 
the deal for the productions. 
Pietro Gabrini is one of the fore- 
most artists in Europe; He "has stud- 
ied for many years and is perhaps the 
best man on human nature living to- 
day. 
His color schemes are superb, 
especially in touching upon scenery, 
as the heavens and the land. 
Alfonso Gabrini, Pietro's son, is a 
young man about twenty-five years ->f 
age, and is a coming wonder with tlie 
brush. He possesses great 
skill in 
handling interior scenes and loves to 
study personality. 
Mr. Parker 
is exceedingly 
fortu- 
nate to secure 
such high class pro- 
ductions. 
Two of them are painted 
by the father, and the third one by 
the son. 
Perhaps the best of the 
three, painted by the 
father, is a 
scene of the Bay of Naples, with the 
city of Naples on the horizon. The 
prominent figures on the canvas are 
those of two sweethearts in search o* 
their lovers, who have been out in 
the bay fishing for a night. The 
young maidens are loaded down with 
vegetables and other food, prepared 
for the fishermen's breakfast. The 
fishermen have been located, and t'ne 
youthful damsels are 
waving 
their 
hands, with a certain touch of sincer- 
ity on their faces that brings out 
the wkole meaning of the painting. 
The second piece of work by Pietro, 
the father, is a desert scene, painted 
especially for Mr. Parker.* A study of 
the camel and the Arab in their walks 
of life, tells the story of the canvas 
masterpiece. 
Pyramids are seen on 
the horizon, and the contrast between 
sky 
and 
desert is 
quite distinct. 
Through the broken clouds a reflec- 
tion from a large and beautiful moon 
produces the only light in the pic- 
ture.

The scene is interior, 
picturing Vetta's

A great amount of work was needed 
to complete the picture, which makes 
it all the more valuable. . 
The Janesville Art League have £t 
the library one of Gibrini's 
master- 
pieces hanging on the south wall of 
the general reading room. Gabrini 
comes from a noble family, and were 
it not for his nobility, he would un- 
doubtedly have more masterpieces 'n 
circulation. As it is. he paints little, 
but what he does paint amounts to 
more than the average artists of re- 
pute. Both father and 
son live at 
Rome, and paint from living models 
as much as possible.
